
Memorandum of Agreement between IDEM and the US EPA 
for the Indiana Voluntary Remediation Program

IDEM and the US Environmental Protection Agency have a signed Memorandum of Agreement

(MOA) which establishes federal approval of the environmental cleanups conducted under the

Indiana Voluntary Remediation Program.  This agreement was written to address any fears by the

participants that the US EPA would not recognize and accept these cleanups and address the

concerns they expressed regarding liability under CERCLA (Superfund).

Under this MOA, for any site receiving a Certificate of Completion from the Voluntary

Remediation Program, the US EPA will not plan or anticipate any federal action under the

Superfund law, unless it poses an imminent and substantial threat to human health or the

environment. This agreement does not apply to sites on the Superfund National Priorities List

(NPL) or sites currently subject to orders of enforcement under Superfund.

Indiana signed the MOA on December 4, 1995 and became the fourth state in the nation to

acquire such an agreement. 
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
